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Salute To The Flag! 


T’S the Fourth of July, 1941, and all over the nation flags 
are flying and bands playing as America celebrates. So it has 
been every Fourth of July, but world events of the year 1941 
give a solemn significance to this particular “Fourth.” Today, 
as seldom before, we Americans are conscious of the great prin- 
ciples on which our country was founded, and there is an added 
seriousness in our salute to our flag. 

Probably no other industry is closer to the pulse of America 
than the railroad. The railroad more than any other single fac- 
tor made possible the expansion of a group of small colonies 
into a mighty nation, The railroad lives with America on the 
march. It knows intimately what America is thinking, saying, 
doing, and for this reason the intensified spirit of patriotism in 
1941 finds railroaders in the fore. 

‘The declaration of a national emergency had a two-fold result 
with respect to the railroads; first, it drove home the impor- 
tance of the rails to America; second, it made railroaders con- 
scious of their significant role in the life of the nation. So it is 
that this Fourth of July finds railroaders rededicating them- 
selves to their careers of national service as the stars and stripes 
wave proudly over station and roundhouse. 

With the defense program in full swing, the nation has had 
good opportunity to valuate the patriotism of its railroaders, as 
not one man hour of defense effort has been wasted through 
railroad cause. At a time when every man hour is of dite im- 
portance in the tremendous transportation task of coordinating 
America’s strength, this is a record of which every railroader 
may well be proud.

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MILLIONS FOR NEW CARS 


“San Joaquin” Ready July 4th; 
Orders for 4,000 Freight Cars 


AINTAINING its reputation for 

offering the traveling public the 
finest transportation facilities available, 
Southern Pacific will place millions of 
dollars of new railroad equipment in ser- 
vice on its Pacific Lines during July, This 
supplements the additional millions rep- 
resented in fine equipment that has been 
placed in service during the last five 
years. 

It was with considerable pride that 
Southern Pacific announced that two new 
streamlined trains, the San Joaquin Day- 
lights, would begin daily service July 4, 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles 
via the San Joaquin Valley route; that the 
second 17-car diesel-powered City of San 
Francisco will enter service the latter part 
of July to replace the Forty Niner, and 
give 3934-hour streamliner service every 
third day between San Francisco and 
Chicago; and that twenty-six new im- 
proved streamlined cars are now in ser- 
vice on the twin Morning Daylights 
operating between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles via the Coast Line. 

With the advent of the luxurious Saz 
Joaguin Daylights, through streamliner 
service between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles is available for the first time in 
the San Joaquin Valley. Construction de- 
tails closely follow those of the famous 
Daylights on the Coast run, The twin 
San Joaquin Daylights will catry six chair 
cars, diner, tavern - coffee shop, parlor- 
observation, all air-conditioned; also bag- 
gage-mait and baggage cars. Chair cars 
will be equipped with electrically-operated 
baggage elevators to climinate the han- 
dling of luggage through car vestibules; 
sponge rubber seats, extra wide windows 
of shatter-proof glass, fluorescent light- 
ing and radio installation. 

The maid and porter service supplied 
on other Iuxury trains will be provided. 
Chair car seats are of adjustable and re- 
volving type so that passengers may face 
the windows if desired; an important fea- 
ture, considering views of the beautiful 
San Joaquin Valley cities and vast agri- 
cultural development that will be en- 
joyed by the passengers on these new 
San Joaquin Daylights. The modern 
decorative treatment of interior fittings 
has been cartied out in soft color schemes 
blended in various combinations. The 
trains are handled by powerful locomo- 
tives of the Jatest streamlined design. 

When the second 17-car City of San 
Francisco replaces the Forty Niner, it will 
be pulled by three diesel-electric units of 
2,000 horsepower each; this total of 
6,000 horsepower materially exceeding 
that of the present City of San Francisco. 
Use of this ultra-modern new equipment 


will enable the present streamliner service 
between San Francisco and Chicago to be 
doubled, giving a 3934-hour service every 
third day, leaving San Francisco at 3:45 
P.M. and arriving in Chicago at 9:30 
the second morning. That no cost has 
been spared in placing one of the coun- 
try’s finest trains on SP tracks is evident 
in the cost of these two streamliners, in 
excess of $4,000,000. 

In carrying out its purpose of keep- 
ing ultra-modern equipment on its rails, 
Southern Pacific has replaced every car 
on its famous coast-route Morning Day- 
lights with the exception of the tavern, 
parlor and combination coach-baggage 
cars, The new equipment now in service 
includes 18 chair cars, two parlor-ob- 
servation cars and two three-car dining 
units, consisting of kitchen car, coffee 
shop and diner, 

Many notable improvements in travel 
conveniences have been introduced. Fluo- 
rescent lighting, previously employed only 
in ceiling illumination, has been also in- 
stalled in the individually - controlled 
lights in’ luggage racks over each seat. 
Yet another innovation is the electric. 
pneumatic door operator used on the 
triplex dining units which causes doors 
to open and close upon the slightest pres- 
sure. Interior color schemes feature dis- 
tinctive new effects. 

Refinements in equipment of the Noon 
Daylights have also been completed, 
These include introduction of chair cars 
with baggage elevators, fluorescent light- 
ing, triplex dining units and improved 
parlor-observation cars. 


Freight Cars Ordered 


Orders for 4,000 new freight cars, 
to cost approximately $12,700,000, 
were placed June 30 by the Southern 
Pacific Company. 

The orders call for 2100 box cars of 
40-foot-6-inch length, 500 box cars of 
50-foot-G-inch length, 700 gondola 
cars, 150 hopper cars, 300 flat cars, 
200 tank cars of 12,500-gallon ca- 
pacity and 50 tank cars of 8,000- 
gallon capacity. Deliveries are 
scheduled to start in January of next 
year. 

Orders for the 40-foot-6-inch box 
cars have been equally divided be- 
tween American Car & Foundry Com- 
pany, Pressed Steel Car Company and 
Pullman-Standard Car & Manufactur- 
ing Company, while the 50-foot-6- 
inch box cars will be built by Mount 
Vernon Car Manufacturing Company.

Promotions for Many Who Started in 
the Ranks of Railroaders 


} EESTABLISHMENT of the Shasta 

Division, retirement of J. D. Bren- 
nan as superintendent of the San Joaquin 
Division, advancement of D. -J. Russell 
as assistant to President A. D. McDonaid, 
together with other changes in super- 
visory personnel, resulted in numerous 
promotions and te-assigaments of im- 
portant positions on Pacific Lines effec- 
tive July 1. 

Brennan, who closes a distinguished 
railroad career that began 49 years ago, 
was succeeded by M, L. Jennings, ad- 
yanced from the position of assistant to 
general manager. 

E. F, Nassoiy was promoted from dis- 
trict superintendent on the Sacramento 
Division to the superintendency of Shasta 
Division, which was restored with prac- 
tically the same limits as before it was 
merged with the Sacramento Division in 
September 1932. Including Gerber on the 
south, the new division will extend north 
to include Ashland on the Siskiyou Line 
and to Crescent Lake on the Cascade Line, 
also from Kiamath to and including the 
Alturas terminal, as well as the Lakeview 
Branch, 

For Greater Efficiency 

Expedition of national defense traffic 
and the handling of greatly increased 
freight and passenger traffic of all kinds 
over the Shasta Route were the reasons 
for reestablishment of the Shasta Div. at 
this time. The limits of the Sacramento 
Div., one of the largest and most heavily 
traveled on Pacific Lines, will be cor- 
respondingly reduced in the interest of 
operating efficiency, 

Coincident with the announcement of 
Russell's promotion, H. R. Gernreich 
was named to succeed him as superin- 
teadent of the Los Angeles Division. At 

the same time, C..A. Veale was chosen to 
take over Gernreich’s former duties as 
vice president and general manager of the 
Northwestern Pacific and the Petaluma 
and Santa Rosa. railroads, 

Also effective July 1, BE. L. King was 
appointed assistant to J. H. Dyer, vice 
president in charge of operations, King’s 


headquarters will remain at Portland. He 
was succeeded as superintendent of Port- 
land Division by J. W. Corbett, formerly 
assistant to general manager. 

With the establishment of Shasta Divi- 
sion, T. F. Custer, formerly chief dis- 
patchet, becomes asst. superintendent; G. 
M. Taylor, former district engineer, be- 
comes division engineer; and B. F. 
Madden becomes master mechanic, mov- 
ing to Dunsmuir from the position of 
asst. master mechanic at Sparks, 

Also on July 1 two new positions of 
asst. division superintendents were cre- 
ated. W. H. Marlin was awarded the one 
at Los Angeles, and B. S. Bauman the one 
at San Luis Obispo. 


Rapid Advancement 


Russell, who becomes asst. to president, 
came to the SP in 1920 after completing 
his schooling at Stanford. He started as 
asst. foreman of a maintenance of way 
gang on Sacramento Div. and advanced 
rapidly through the engineering and 
operating departments. He became road- 
master on Portland Div. in 1927, on 
which division he was trainmaster and 
asst. superintendent before coming to 
San Francisco as asst. to general man- 
ager in 1937, Siace July 1939 he has been 
superintendent of Los Angeles Division. 

Gernreich, who is succeeding Russell,

started with SP in the car shops at West 
Oakland in 1902 and was successively car 
repairer, brakeman, yardman, asst. yard- 
master, terminal and district trainmaster: 
on the Western Div. He went to Los An- 
geles Div. as asst. supt. in 1925 and re- 
turned to Western Div. in the same ca- 
pacity in 1931. Since Feb. 1938 he has 
been with the Northwestern Pacific, first 
as superintendent and then as vice presi- 
dent and general manager. 


Started With Telegraphy 

King has been superintendent of Port- 
land Div. since 1921. Starting with SP 
in 1894 as a clerk at Sacramento, he 
studied telegraphy and was an operator- 
agent at various stations before becoming 
train dispatcher in 1901 on Sacramento 
Div. Later he was chief dispatcher at 
Sparks and Dunsmuir, trainmaster on 
Shasta Div., and in 1914 became superin- 
tendent of telegraph at San Francisco. It 
was from this position that he moved to 
superintendency of the Portland Division. 

As successor to King, Corbett returns 
to the division where he statted as a 
telegrapher in 1915. He has been a relief 
agent, Shasta Div.; acting supervisor of 
transportation, No. Dis.; trainmaster ont 
the New Mexico and Rio Grande divi- 
sions; terminal trainmaster, Sacramento 
Div.; trainmaster Coast Div.; asst. supt., 
Portland Diy.; and since July 1939 asst. 
to general manager. 

Jennings, who becomes superintendent 
at Bakersfield, started as a yardman at 
Rocklin in 1906 and had varied ex- 
perience on Sacramento Div, as a brake- 
man, yardmaster, gen'] yardmaster, train- 
master, and asst. supt. at Dunsmuir prior 
to becoming asst. to gen’l manager in 
August last year. 

Starting in 1907 as a brakeman at 
Sparks, Nassoiy, the new superintendent 
at Dunsmuir, advanced as conductor and 
trainmaster on the Salt Lake Div., and for 
eight years was trainmaster on Sacra- 
mento Div. before becoming asst. supt. 
in 1933. Since August last year he has 
been district supt. at Dunsmuir. 

Veale, who succeeds Gernteich on the 
NWP with headquarters at Sausalito, 
Started with SP in 1903 in the signal 
dept. at Los Angeles. Successively he has 
been signal supervisor on Tucson Div., 
trainmaster and asst. supt. of the East 
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Bay electric operations, and since 1938 
has been executive asst. at the General 
Office as well as vice president of Interur- 
ban Electric Railway since 1939. 
Motive Power Dept. Changes 


Promotion of W. G. Reid to assistant 
supt. of motive power at Ef Paso, and the 
&tanting of a leave of absence to Geo. B. 
Hart, supt. of Los Angeles Gen’l Shops, 
together with reestablishment of Shasta 
Division, resulted in several Motive 
Power Dept. advancements. On page 21 
there is an outline of Reid’s railroad 
service, also that of F. E. Russell, Jr., now 
master mechanic of Rio Grande Div., and 
D. R. Calleri, new asst. master mechanic 
at Roseville. 

Hart, who has been supt. at the LA 
Shops since 1931, and who has been in 
the mechanica) dept. of raitroading for 
43 years, requested 2 leave of absence in 
the hopes that a complete rest will im- 
prove his health so that he may return 
to some position in the Motive Power 
Dept. He is succeeded at LA by E. E. 
Hinchman, former master mechanic at 
Bakersfield, who is in turn succeeded by 
F. E, Molloy, recently gen’l roundhouse 
foreman at Los Angeles. 

Other Motive Power Dept. appoint- 
ments included: F. L. Ryan to road fore- 
man of engines, No. District; S. H. Bray, 
road foreman of engines, Western Div.; 
E. R. Auton, master mechanic at West 
Oakland, succeeding the late L. A. 
Mitchell; G. C. Bogart and R. E. Harri 
son, asst. master mechanics at West Oak- 
land; aad F. W. Kubler, asst. master me- 
chanic at Sparks. 


Other Operating Dept. Moves 


A. F. Green, who has been trainmaster 
at Truckee since 1937 and with SP since 
1910, has succeeded Marlin as assistant 
superintendent at Sparks; and F, W. Can- 
trell, who started with SP in 1906 and 
has been a teainmaster on Tucson Divi- 
sion since 1936, advances to assistant 
superintendent at Bakersfield, 

Another important operating appoint. 
ment was that of E. D. Moody from ter- 
minal trainmaster, West Oakland, to 
terminal superintendent with headquar- 
ters at Oakland Pier. Moody had held 
various positions at Roseville, starting in 
1913, and had been terminal trainmaster 
at West Oakland for the past several 
months. A. S. McCann, recently train- 
master at Tracy, will be Moody's assistant.

Popular San Joaquin 
Division “Boss” 
Is Retiring 


HEN J. D. Brennan waved 2 

friendly hand and walked out of his 
office ia Bakersfield on June 30, the cur- 
tain came down on one of the fine 
careers of western railroading. On that 
day Brennan retired as superintendent of 
the San Joaquin Division, and all over 
Pacific Lines railroader said to railroader: 
“Jack Brennan's setiring,” almost in- 
variably followed by “Why I remember 
when..." as reminiscences poured out 
regarding this jovial superintendent who 
has been a railroad man’s railroader for 
the past forty-nine years, 

The Gay Nineties were roaring in 1892 
and Southern Pacific was but a few years 
out of its Central Pacific days when Bren- 
nan began firing a wood-burning locomo- 
tive over “the hill” between Sacramento 
and Truckee. But the wanderlust of youth 
took him through several states and ser- 
vice with several railroads before he left 
the Northern Pacific to start his con. 
tinuous service with SP in 1902 as a 
brakeman on the Coast Division. 

In 1905 he proudly donned the con- 
ductor’s stripes for the first time, but it 
‘was not until 1906 when opportunity per- 
mitted him to demonstrate what caliber 
of a raifroad man he really was. April of 
1906 saw fire and earthquake wreck 
havoc over much of the Coast Line, and 
among other things, derail 2 merchandise 
train just north of Pajaro (now Watson- 


ville Jet.). When Brennan's work train - 


reached the derailment he took charge, 
and for the next two moaths was proba- 
bly the nearest thing to a one-man rail- 
road in this railroad’s history, since the 
Spot was isolated most of the time. He 
supetvised construction of a shoo-fly 
around the deraifed cars, directed the re- 
pairing of the Pajaro bridge, managed 
the sale and distribution of supplies from 
the wrecked merchandise train to relieve 
a food shortage. He did just about every- 
thing but pull the trains through by his 
own manpower, and those whe knew him 
at that time claim he would have tackled 
that if it had been necessary. After it was 
all over the company awarded him pay 
for 24 hours a day for this emergency

period. That's the kind of sailroader 
Brennan was, and always has been. 

The year 1916 saw Brennan made a 
trainmaster on the.Coast Div. with head- 
quarters in San Francisco, and in 1925 he 
became asst. superintendent on the old 
Shasta Div. that is now being reestab- 
lished. (‘‘My old division's coming in as 
I'm going out,” he reflected whimsi- 
cally.) He was made assistant superin- 
tendent of Western Div. in 1927, and in 
1931, superintendent of the division from 
which he now retires. 

The jobs changed and the locations 
changed, but J. D. Brennan remained the 
same. It was a genial Jack Brennan who 
first heaved a slab of wood into a loco- 
motive fire box in 1892, and it was the 
same genial railroader who issued his last 
order as superintendent in 1941, 

As he remained the same, so he treated 
all men the same. Section hand and high 
official were all railroaders in this man’s 
estimation. He has been a friend of youth, 
a booster of young men; a factor that 
probably had much to do with his never 
failing good humor. 

“I've lived through some major earth- 
quakes and floods and depressions in my 
day,” he mused, “but I never saw a 
situation that was made any better by a 
bad temper. As to my railroad days, I can 
truthfully say that I've enjoyed every 
one of them. I'm going to San Francisco 
to spend my time visiting my friends.” 

All of which will be good news to your 
friends, Mr. Brennan, for there are too 
many railroaders to whom the game 
wouldn't be quite what it used to be if 
there wasn't a word from “JD” occa- 
sionally. 

As the Bulletin goes to press, the SP’ers 
of San Joaquin Division were planning 
a great banquet for “the boss” on June 
30, an event that was expected to be 
attended by many railroaders from other 
points on Pacific Lines. 

“JD's” often repeated declaration that 
“we've got the finest railroad organiza- 
tion and the best spirited employes in the 
nation” has been an inspiration to all 
who have come under his kindly juris- 
diction. He asked the Bulletin to extend 
his thanks to the great army of men and 
women for the hearty cooperation he has 
always received, 
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BUSINESS CAN'T BE TOO GOOD FOR 
THESE PUBLIC CONTACT GROUPS 


“MAKE hay while the sun shines’ 
says an old adage, and this wis- 
dom is being used to good advantage by 
the key cities in SP's most recent approach 
to employe-businessmen cooperation. 

With business at its best in many years, 
employes at Klamath Falls, Fresno, and 
Tucson have intensified the efforts of 
their respective campaigns to drive home 
the importance of SP service to local 
merchants. 

‘This movement, now entering the final 
stages of its test period, has been closely 
followed by traffic and operating officers 
since its inception last February and has 
produced many practical suggestions that 
may be effectively applied in other parts 
of the system. 

Storeman T. B. Kunselman, president 
of the Fresno committee, directed an 
active campaign in that city from Feb. 15 
to April 15. DF&PA Willard Barr an- 
nounced that 739 freight routing orders, 
and 26 passenger sales resulted directly 
from the activity of forty-seven employes 
who cooperated in the work, The Fresno 
committee is still organized aad both 
freight and passenger tips are still result- 
ing from the momentum of the original 
campaign. Barr praised the cooperative 
spirit of the committee and other em- 
ployes, stressed the importance of telling 
the employes How to help in business 
getting efforts instead of merely telling 
them that such help was needed. 


Territory Is Zoned 


In Klamath Falls, where the test period 
is now coming to an end, Committee 
Chairman W. S. McBride and DF&PA 
C. H. Reeves have zoned the city and as- 
signed employe groups to make thorough 
solicitation efforts in each zone. Many 
zones have now heen fully worked with 
gratifying results both in obtaining rout- 
ing orders and solidifying public good 
will. Recently the business-getters held a 
picnic, which is pictured on the center 
pages of this issue.

misunderstand us—it’s not quiet from the 
point of view of inactivity, but quiet in 
the way that deep water flows quietly but 
irresistibly towards a definite objective. 

In Tucson, the widened scope of em- 
ploye interest in the railroad picture as a 
whole Jed to their adopting the name of 
“The Tucson Employes’ Public Relations 
Association.” It’s a big name they have, 
but it’s a big job they're doing . . . and 
in a big way. Their work is unique, for 
while members of the association hold 
regular meetings, all contacts made with 
merchants and the general public are 
made as individual employes with no 
mention of the association as an or- 
ganized body. But probably the best way 
to learn their technique is to have them 
explain it themselves, so let's tune in on 
the Tucson wavelength: 

Gets Message to Public 


DFG&PA E. D. Rockwell: “The objec- 
tive of our employe activity is two-fold: 
first, to educate ourselves in railroad mat- 
ters; second, to tell the public what ser- 
vices SP offers, and what benefits the 
community derives from SP activities. 
The membership of this association have 
individually been doing both of these 
things in a systematic and thorough man- 
ner since the organization of our com- 
mittee some months ago. Representative 
employes of all departments meet regu- 
larly for round table discussion of sub- 
jects affecting our railroad. These dis- 
cussions have produced suggestions lead- 
ing to improved service, have uncovered 
factors causing adverse routings, and have 
developed ways of correcting these 
troubles and recapturing business. Over 
and above all, such meetings have 
deepened our knowledge of our railroad’s 
service and have enabled us to represent 
it more effectively to the general public. 
We believe that if our local merchants 
are told by individual employes, who ate 
patronizing them, what SP is, what ser- 
vices it offers, what it means to the life 
of the community, these merchants will 
ship and travel SP. We now have over one 
hundred interested employes, well versed 
in the fundamentals of the railroad prob- 
Jem, who are quietly seeing to it that the 
SP story is being heard IN THE RIGHT 
MANNER through the entire Tucson area. 
Such an effort cannot fail to produce in- 
creased freight and passenger business, 
and improved relations with our public.” 

Engineer I. P. McBride (President): 
“T'm sure that we're on the right track, 
The close association created between the 
traffic department and all other depart. 
ments has been of outstanding value in 
uncovering potential business and going 
after it in a manner that meets with the 
approval of all our merchants.” 

Supt. H.R. Hughes: “The results ob- 
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tained along these fines reflect the faith- 
fulness with which committee members 
have attended meetings and the enthu- 
siasm and efficiency with which they have 
cooperated in telling the SP story IN THE 
wiGHT Way. Heads of business houses 
have been quietly approached by indi- 
vidual members of this association who 
teade with them, and told in a sincere 
manner what SP means to them as em- 
plojes and why they wish merchants to 
patronize SP. These approaches, totally 
Jacking in evidence of high-pressure or 
concerted action of an organized body, 
have been favorably received by all our 
merchants.” 

Head Timekeeper Leroy Magers (Secre- 
tary): “This movement is not only re- 
sulting in increased business and im- 
proved public relations, but is doing 
much to create a better understanding be- 
tween employes from different SP depart- 
ments. Our meetings are demonstrating 
forcibly the inter-dependence of all de- 
partments. The necessity for teamwork in 
our public relations activity is emphasiz- 
ing the necessity for such team work 
along other lines. It is our intention to 
make this a continuous work, as we feel 
its value will be more evident with each 
passing month.” 

The diversified efforts at all three cities 
have served to emphasize the importance 
of three key steps in the relationship be- 
tween SP employes and local merchants, 
three steps that can be taken wherever or 
whenever an SP employe makes a pur- 
chase of any kind: 

1. Let the merchant know you 
work for Southern Pacific. 

2. Let the merchant know that 
you know he’s shipping SP and 
thank him for it, or 

3. Let the merchant know that 
you know he's not shipping SP, and, 
in a friendly manner, express the 
hope that he soon will, 

Three simple steps, but they are poten- 
tially as important to the well being of 
YouR railroad and your job as the oper- 
ation of any locomotive on the rails.

UR railroad, as a company, has one 
thing very much in common with all 
of us who are working for it, and that is 
the all important question of income and 
outgo, When you hear the boys saying on 
payday: “It's just exchange day with 
me, I get my check and a handful of due- 
bills at the same time," remember that 
our company has been facing the same 
situation on a larger scale. Of course, not 
many of us have to worry about the dis- 
tribution of §245,594,464, which was 
SP’s gross income in 1940 and a goodly 
piece of change in any league. But neither 
do many of us have to worry about meet- 
ing a payroll of $103,586,909, or paying 
tent and other miscellaneous expenses 
to the tune of $27,620,484, or pass- 
ing $18,260,980 over to Uncle Sam and 
the state and city governments in taxes. 
The difference is just one of volume, 
fox all the headaches and pencil chewing 


and close figuring that go into making 
up your family budget and meeting your 
family bills are duplicated in the financial 
planning of the organization for which 
you work-—or any other organization, 
be it a peanut stand or a railroad. 

With the thought that everyone is in- 
terested in other people’s budgets, we 
present pictures and graphs on this page 
showing in simple form how much 
money our company took in during 1940 
and where that money went. Of partica- 
lar significance is the fact that while 
over 42 cents of every dollar received 
was paid out in wages and pensions, in- 
vestors received not a penny in dividends, 
nor have they since January 1932. 

Also startling is the fact that the gross 
income of $245,594,464 was pared down 
by the outgo to a net income of only 
3.8% of the gross.

Operating Results For the 


First Five Months 


Fa the five months ended May 31, 
1941, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $108,607,634, or $21,187,- 
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166 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1940; a 24% increase. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $74,876,831, or 
$6,692,664 more than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; a 10% 
increase. 

Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $2,953,873 
and other railway taxes $4,850,830; a 
total of $7,804,703. After deducting these 
taxes and $5,339,084 of net rentals for 
use of. equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $20,587,016, or $13,885,203 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for the first five months of 1940. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment trust 
notes in the hands of the public, and 
other fixed charges. For the four months 
ended April 30, 1941, the final result was 
a Net Income of $6,405,512, which com- 
pares with a net loss of $4,523,285 for 
the first four months of 1940. No divi- 
dends have been paid since January, 
1932, The final results for the five months 
period of 1941, not available as the 
Bulletin goes to press, will be shown in 
the next issue.

5P’s Steamship Fleet 
Now with U. S. Navy 


‘HE U. S. Maritime Commission has 

directed the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany to turn over its ten remaining ocean 
freighters to the government for national 
defense purposes. In confirming the re- 
port on June 10, President A, D. Mc- 
Donald stated that delivery will probably 
be completed by the end of July. 

Transfer of these ships from their runs 
between the Gulf and Atlantic seaboard 
will mark the passing of the oldest 
steamship line under the American flag, 
and also will terminate SP’s 100% trans- 
continental route whereby rail and steam. 
ship connections at New Orleans, Gal- 
veston and Houston gave SP the distinc- 
tion of being the only railroad in the 
country that could provide coast-to-coast 
service over its own transportation lines. 
Earlier this year the S.S. Dixie, flagship 
of the SP steamship line, was sold to the 
Uz. S. Navy, and the company was ob- 
liged to discontinue freight and passen- 
ger service between New York and New 
Orleans. Also two freight ships were sold 
last February to the Pan-Atlantic Steam- 
ship Corp. Since then the ten remaining 
vessels have carried freight in two-way 
service from New York and Baltimore to 
Houston and Galveston. 

The Southern Pacific Steamship Line 
is commonly known as the Morgan Line, 
and was founded by Charles Morgan, 
whose Columbia in 1835 was the first 
steamboat to navigate the Gulf of Mexico. 
Before Texas had established its inde- 
pendence, Morgan began. his steamship 
business between New Orleans and Gal- 
veston. His routes between Gulf ports 
were expanded rapidly, then extended to 
Havana, New York, and other Atlantic 
ports. During the gold rush to California 
he operated ships on both sides of the 
Panama and Nicaragua routes. 

Tt was in 1876 that Morgan Line estab- 
lished the New York-New Orleans ser- 
vice that was the forerunner of Southern 
Pacific's long famous “100 Golden Hours

at Sea’ route. Morgan's steamships and 
rail lines were acquired by SP in 1885 to 
form the “Sunset Route" between the 
Pacific and Atlantic coast. 

Except for four years during the Civil 
War, the Morgan Line has operated with. 
out interruption through eleven decades. 
Several of its ships served Uncle Sam 
with distinction during the Spanish- 
American and World Wars, and the story 
of how the gallant flagship Dixie and her 
courageous crew battled through a hurri- 
cane in 1935 with safety to every passen- 
ger, will live forever as a stirring chapter 
in the annals of American shipping.

PRANK H. JONES hasn't worked 

within 124 miles of the main line for 
thirty-five years, but he’s packed as much 
railroading into those years as many a 
central figure in a division point. He is 
the agent at Globe, that little Arizona 
mining town where two local freights, a 
passenger train, and a switching crew 
originate, and where hundreds of cars are 
handled to and from Miami each month. 

Frank became an SP’er ‘way back in 
1902 and worked various hot spots on the 
Tucson Division before he became 
cashier at Globe in 1906. He went down 
to Miami for a while to open that station 
in a box car in 1909, but, somehow, 
Frank had become “Globe minded,” so,

when he found himself back there as 
agent in 1911, he “sort of settled down.” 

He’s been there ever since.

In bygone years, 
before the coming of fine roads, Frank 
was the connecting link with the “out- 
side.” He was the source of news, the 
settler of debates, the man who knew 
everything. No one in Globe thought of 
sending anything anywhere, or of going 
anywhere without consulting Frank Jones. 
He planned every trip made from Globe, 
and even today the old timers come to 
him to find out where they're going on 
their vacations. 

To the hundreds of Frank Jones, 
tucked away in the smaller stations of a 
widespread railroad, men whose per- 
sonalities have become an integral part 
of their towns’ life, we raise a con- 
gratulatory salute. 

They are among the unsuag heroes of 
the railroad game.

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On gvestion thet every railrosder will 
be asked in this anxious year is this— 
"Can the railroads do the job?" 

In answer, every failroader can give the 
faces as they are—aad do it with pardon- 
able pride im the fact that there has been 
no production delay anywhere because of 
any failure of rail transportation. 

‘Three weeks after war broke out in 
Europe, in 1939, the railroads said they 
were ready for any business then in pros- 
pect, and that as demands might develop, 
additional equipment would be acquired. 

Within a manth the railroads were called 
tpon to handle a peak load S$ per cent 
above that in the preceding May—the 
arcatest increase ever tecorded in so short 
a Gime—and they did it without congestion

In May, 1940, the war in Europe en- 
tered a new phate.

Dlicd, the railroads have carried ovt a 
carefully-planned program of expanding 
their car and locomotive eupply, As a re- 
sult, when the peak load comes in October 
of this year, the railroads will have 1,617, 
QUO serviceable cars, That's 156,000 more 
cars than they bad when they handled the 
peak business of 1939. They will have in 
service, also, 1,000 new locomotives which 
‘were not in existence when the war started. 


Their forward-looking program for today 
and tomorrow—and the record of the past
